Fa., which was sub- 
mitted ffc the-senate today say a that 
2.322 'men' worked twelve hours a day 
for seven days a week, «. large per- 
centage of these laborers earning only 
12 cents an hour. 


Skilled Men Fare Better. 


"While n.very considerable percent- 


age of the force'had a regular working 
day of twelve hours 
for 
the entire 


seVen days a week, n large part of the 
skilled 'workmen 'had approximately a, 
ten and 'one-half hour day for slat days 
of the week," according to a summary 
of the report which was prepared by 
the' department 
of 
commerce 
and 


labor. 
The men with the 
shorter hours 


were'to a considerable extent paid on 
a bonus system which ^suited In their 
speeding up and they 
claimed that 


their work was carried on at such 
high 'pressure that overtime and Sun- 
day work were an undue tax on their 
strength. 


Mere Pittance of Pay. 


The report adds^ that a largo per- 


centage of the laborers working twelve 
hours a clay seven days a week earned 
only 12«4c an hour; Those who worked 
for 12c and under He

January 


numbered 2,«40, or 28.7 per cent of the 
total number on the. payroll, while 
1,528, or 16.6 per 
cent, received 14 


cents, but under 16 cents an hour. 


The total number shown as receiving 


less than 16 cents an hour (not Includ- 
ing apprentices) 'numbered 4,221 or 46 
per cent of the total number on tne 
pay roll, while 5.38? or 58.6 per cent 
received less than 18 cents per hour.

cer was caused by eatfng flsh, particu- 
larly trout. He argued that statistics 
showed that cancer was more common 
In centers of population, where not one 
psrsc/ii in fifty ate trout. 


Among other conclusions he drew 


In his paper, was that cancer was in- 
creasing, that it seemed to be heredi- 
tary: that it was most common in 
temperate regions; blacks and dark- 
skinned people seemed somewhat im- 
mune and that- it was most common 
among the better fed.

Curtln said that during hard times 
when the poor had to live on a scant 
amount of food, cancer among them 
decreased.

ders No. 6 for

observance of 


Memorial day. They are sigmed by 
Orlando A. Somers, department com- 
mander, antl J. R Feslcr. assistant 
adjutant-general, and are as follows: 


Memorial Day. 


I. The thirtieth day of May was 


first set apart ns Memorial clay by 
the Grand Army of the Republic in 
the year 1868. Its purpose was to 
immortalize the memory and deeds 
of thc men who freely shed their 
blood and sacrificed their lives for 
the purification of the republic es- 
tablished by our forefathers. 


The nation lives because of their 


serx'lces, sacrifices, and 'death. Holy 
bo the day: sacred be the memories, 
and patriotic be the services.
